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T= LICENSE LAW ENLARGED. — The 

municipal authorities of Omaha have 
licensed gambling houses. This has been done 
on the plea that gambling could not be prohibited 
anyway, and the gamblers might as well help sup- 
port the city by license fees. We can see no im- 
propriety in licensing the gambling den, if it be 
right and wise to license the liquor den. In fact, 
he who gambles away his money alone, is far 
wiser than he who gambles away his health and 
life. Whisky drinking is a form of gambling at 
which health and life are the stakes. Now let 
Omaha go one step further, and license the mur- 
der den. The crime can not be prohibited, and 
the policy seems to be “‘License what you can not 
prohibit.” This rule would really cover all crimes, 
no less than drinking and gambling. Omaha has 
the reputation for being the wickedest city on the 
continent. She ought to have the benefit of a 
good deal of advertising. Parents who think any- 
thing of the honor and welfare of their children, 
would do well to steer clear of a city that licenses 
the gambler for gain. 





C) NEAR NEIGHBOR.—tThe planet Mars 

is one of our most interesting neighbors 
from its close resemblance to our own world. It 
has a diameter of 4,400 miles, but a density of 
only seven-:)aths of our earth. Its bulk repre- 
sents one-sceventh of the mass of the earth; but 
its density is such that our world would make 
nine the weight of Mars. The greatest distance 
of the planet from the earth is 141,000,000 miles, 





but at the end of a certain term of years, it comes | 
within 36,000,000 miles of the earth. On August 
3rd it was at this close approach, and at a point| 
directly opposite the earth, and therefore in the 
most favorable position for observation. This 
position is reached but once in fifteen years. 
Since fifteen years ago such remarkable improve- 
ments have been made in astronomical science 
that most intensely interesting information may 
be obtained from the observations. To the ob- 
server through the Lick University telescope the 
planet appears as if only 17,500 miles away. It 
is hoped that many interesting and puzzling ques- 
tions will be settled, as thousands of telescopes 





were trained upon our near and beautiful neigh- 
bor. 


HURCH GROWTH IN THE UNITED 
STATES.—Church growth in the United 
States isa matter of great interest, and, in some 
of its phases, most remarkable. The growth of 
the general church is not measured by its organi- 
zations, perhaps, as well as by its church build- 
ings. No body, however well organized, can hope 
to have success and permament growth if it does 
not own and control the house it worships in. 
There must be a property interest at stake,as well 
as a fellowship and principle interest, in order to 
permanency and effectiveness. More churches of 
the various bodies, probably, have lost visibility 
than are now existing in our Nation, and the 
cause of this loss of church life has been in the 
non-possession of church houses. A family can 
rent the house it lives in, and safely so, but the 
church can not do this, nor keep house in a 
school-building, rent free, without endangering 
its own life. As to church growth on the build- 
ing basis, it will be interesting to note that in our 
Land the Catholics in 1891, built a little less than 
one church each two days; the Congregationalists 
a little more than one church in two days; the 
Northern Presbyterians, two churches in three 
days; and the Methodist Episcopal, eleven 
churches each day, with sixteen to spare. 





HY IRELAND GROANS.—Ireland groans 
under the oppressive land taxation of her 

lords. There is little room for doubt that the 
groans and protests are justified to a large degree ; 
but there are other lords in Ireland more oppres- 
sive than the landholders—they are the liquor- 
dealers. Home rule against the saloon Ireland 
sorely needs. It is the control of the home by 
the saloon that burdens Ireland more than any 
one thing. Why can not statesmen open their 
eyes to the real facts in the case, and seeing the 
facts why can they not, why will they not, find 
the remedy for the wrong? The totas land rent 
bill of Ireland, for 1890, was $43,740,000; but 
Ireland’s drink bill for the same year was $53,- 
490,000. Of course, the land tax was heavy, but 
who fails to see that the saloon tax was heavier ? 
Ireland seems wroth enough, sometim.s, to slay 
her landlords, but who has ever heard of an Irish- 
man’s boycotting the saloon, or lifting his voice 
in protest of their oppressive measures? The 
foes of Ireland are the dramsellers, and the two 
strange things about it is, that the state will not 
suppress these home-destroyers, and, far worse, 
that the Roman church justifies and fellow:u«ips 





them. Poor Ireland! She is ground to ruin be- 
tween two millstones—the saloon below and the 
Roman corporation above! Which is the worst 
for her? 


HE ADVANCING RELIGION.—When we 
study the world’s area, the prospect seems 

very bright for Christianity and the conquest of 
the world for Jesus. Of the habitable earth, 


about 26,000,000 square miles are incorporated 
into Christian nations, while only about 25,000,- 
000 square miles pertain to distinctively heathen 
lands. North and South America, Europe, 
Northern Asia, Austrakia, and nearly all ocean 
isles, are Christian. The larger part of Asia and 
the whole of Africa are regarded as Heathen- 
dom. But even heathen Asia is largely domi- 
nated by Christian law, while this is also true of 
nearly the whole of Africa. So far, then, as area 
is concerned, the advantage appears to be over- 
whelmingly with Christian nations. Christian 
rule is everywhere extending; heathen rule is 
nowhere extending. The whole of Christendom 
is enthused with the ambition and determination 
to conquer heathendom. Heathendom is aglow 
with no such enthusiastic ambition regarding 
Christendom. Christendom expects the conquest 
of the heathen world. Heathenism has no such 
expectation regarding the Christian world; but, 
on the contrary, the universal feeling is that 
heathen regions are doomed, and that Christian- 
ity will finally supplant them. The moral power 
of the world, the wealth and wisdom of the 
world, are also, perhaps, tenfold greater with 
Christendom than with Heathendom. ‘The battle 
in this case ‘is certainly with the strong, and the 
Captain of Infinite Might is leading the hosts. 
“The kingdoms of this world are to become the 
kingdoms of our God and his Christ.” “I will 
give thee the heathen for thine inheritance, and 
the uttermost parts of the earth for thy posses- 
sion.” This hoary promise makes the heart of 
to-day fresh with hope. 





EFIANCE OF DESPOTIC ROMANISM.— 
Helpless children are far safer in the hands 

of the State, as we believe, than in the hands of 
any one church. If the entire church could ex- 
tend its care to the wanting child, it might be all 


right; but if the child enters the general Home 
of any one church, it is less likely t. receive per- 
fect and impartial attention, than if it remains in 
a state public Home. If the attention is not 
proper, the humane of all parties will combine in 
protest and in demand for relief, but if. the 
church Home shelters the child, selfish interests 
may be largely followed, and general interven- 
tion, if really necessary, becomes difficult and per- 
haps impossible. The House of the Good Shep- 
herd, a Catholic Home of Chicago, furnishes us an 
illustration: The city aids its treasury by gen- 
erous appropriations, and destitute children of all 
religions are taken there by the police. The 
Woman’s Alliance of the city thought it a proper 
thing for the public to know something of these 
immured children, supported so largely by eity 
funds, and so appointed a committee of visitation 
and inspection. The committee took the precau- 
tion to obtain a letter from Judge Scales of the 
city court, commending their purpose, and a simi- 
lar letter from Governor Fifer of Springfield. As 
we might suppose would be the case, the commit- 
tee were denied admission, and answers to the 
questions regarding the children were refused. 
This course of the authorities of the Home 
should excite the indignation of the people of 
the city and the state, and the children, held 
really as prisoners, should be taken from the 
Home. Romanism in America, when it has the 
opportunity, breathes the spirit of Spdin and 
Rome. No public funds, state or national, should 
be entrusted to the use of the Roman church, and 
for that matter to any other church.

II. Tim. 2: 3: ‘‘Thou, therefore, en- 
dure hardness as a good soldier of Jesus 
Christ.”’ 

Perhaps a truer rendering of this 
text is, Take thou thy share in hard- 
ships as a good soldier of Jesus 
Christ. Paul’s situation enabled him 
to see the soldier’s life and course. 
Here he would see one inclined to 
shirk his duty and refuse his share 
of hardships. There he would ob- 
serve one ready to take his share in 
all the unpleasant duties of soldier 
life. This led him to contemplate 
the higher Christian warfare and to 
become solicitous for one of his re- 
cruits, whom he desired to war a 
good warfare. So we have the true 
minister’s earnest solicitude for, first, 
those who are to take up and carry 
forward the Gospel work, and, second, 
for the perpetuity of the Gospel of 
Christ. 

The first he would have strong, 
not in himself, but in Christ; the 
second he would ‘re kept pure by 
being committee . . suiiful men with 
ability to teach owers. And those 
who accept this trust and receive the 
charge have to enter a path not al- 
ways strewn with roses nor filled 
with delight, but Jet us remember 
that willing acceptance of hardships 
for the Gospel’s sake and the faithful 
performance of duty, will bring suc- 
cess and a sure reward. There is a 
wonderful significance to all the apos- 
tle’s figures. “The whole armor of 
God” implies perfect equipment. 
“Laying aside the weight” means 


freedom from all earthly entangle- 
ment. “Looking unto Jesus’ means 
loyalty to duty. “A good soldier” 
means fidelity to Christ. Hence con- 
sider : 

I. The soldier’s share in hardships. 
The servant is not above his Master 
nor the disciple greater than his 
Lord; therefore he must know: 

(a) The fellowship of the suffer- 
ing of Christ, for all who determine to 
live a godly life will have to suffer 
persecution. But this should not 
deter any one, for the apostles re- 
joiced that they were accounted 
worthy to suffer for his name. There 
must be fellowship with Christ at any 
cost, but remember we can not re- 
main in fellowship with Christ if we 
grovel among the things of this 
world. Henry Drummond says: 
“Every environment is a cause, and 
its effect upon an object is in direct 
proportion to the object’s correspond- 
ence with theenvironment. A grain 
of corn dropped into the cold, damp 
soil from which sunlight is excluded, 
has an environment with which it 
corresponds and soon rots, so that 
the possibility of germination and 
growth is forever gone. With other 
and more favorable environment 
there would have been growth and 
reproduction. So with man, with 
the exception that he chooses his en- 
vironment. If the Christian lets 
himself down into the cold, damp 
soil of worldliness and sensuous 
pleasures as an environment, he will, 
by his correspondence with such en- 
vironment, become like the world or 
worldly; will lose his power for 
good, and fail to attain true soldier- 
hood. Says Christ: “He that for- 
sakes not all can not be my disciple,” 
far less his trusted soldier. 

(6) There must be fellowship 
with Christ in his eternal warfare 
against sin, and the first requisite to 
this is the eradication of sin from 
his own heart. In this he can have 
Christ’s help and sympathy, but not 
Christ’s fellowship. Christ never 
sinned. Holy, harmless, undefiled, 
and separate from sinners, he has 
no fellowship in or for sin or sinners. 
Christ is pure, and his soldier must 
purify himself as Christ is pure. 
Every man that hath this hope in 
him purifies himself as Christ is 
pure. This process is a part of the 
soldier’s discipline. 

This warfare requires loyalty to 
Christ, the Commander, and his 
commands are definite. He says, 
“Abstain from every appearance of 
evil.” “Come out from among them 
and be ye separate, saith the Lord, 
and touch not the unclean thing, 
and I will receive you, and will be a 
Father unto you, and ye shall be my 
sons and daughters, saith the Lord 
Almighty.” “Be not partakers of 
other men’s sins.” Hence there 
must be a firm, adamantine stand 
against sin in all its hateful forms 
and refined gentilities, whether 
lodged in the President’s mansion, 
with his pentupled Belshazaran 
feast, or entrenched behind the Vice- 
President’s gilded bar for ensnaring 


the young men of our country and 
encouraging the drink traffic in the 
land; or that lurks, slime-covered, 
in the bacchanalian funeral parades 
that issue from our congressional 
halls to shame the dead and disgrace 
the living; or yet in our legislative 
halls, that are run in the interests of 
monopolies, trusts, and the rum 
demon. Against “sin in high places” 
must the good soldier hurl his weap- 
on of truth, and lift up his voice like 
a trumpet; cry aloud and spare not, 
for the protection of Christ’s little 
ones, whose very lives are being crush- 
ed out. 

Some weeks ago a mother in Chi- 
cago, having worked hard all week 
to get money to pay the rent for her 
wretched hovel, was compelled, on 
Saturday night, to hear the heart- 
rending cry of her starving children 
for bread. Leaving her suffering 
ones a few moments, she went down 
street, turned the corner, entered a 
(Mike Kelley’s) saloon, and asked 
for the few pennies left in her drunk- 
en husband’s pocket. The saloon- 
keeper joined the brutal husband in 
thrusting the starving mother of the 
perishing children from the saloon 
with knocks and curses. Shall the 
true soldier be silent when such in- 
iquity abounds in the land? 

(ec) Who is willing to take his 
share in the martyrdom that will be 
required to put down this greatest of 
all sins? For martyrs it will take. 
It will bring you many a cold look 
and heartless handshake, and pious 
deacons who march side by side to 
the polls with the distiller, brewer, 
and rumseller will cry, ‘“ Politics, 
politics; keep politics out of the 
pulpit!” But remember there is a 
vast difference between preaching 
against corruption in politics and 
dabbling in corrupt politics; a 
vast deal of difference between rais- 
ing the voice against corruption in 
high places and using the sacred 
franchise to perpetuate the ungodly 
liquor traffic through the retention 
and election of corrupt officials in 
high places. A failure in duty here, 
on the part of the soldier, will bring 
darkness and death to moral sensi- 
bility. 

IT. The soldier must possess his 
share of the soldierly qualities. 

(a) True manliness. Itisa pitia- 
ble sight to see the minister of Christ 
placing an underestimate upon him- 
self; bidding for compliments, hint- 
ing for favors, where men in other 
callings would blush at the thought. 
He should possess the manly inde- 
pendence of Paul, who worked with 
his own hands and lived in his own 
hired house and compelled the re- 
spect of his fellow-men. 

(6) He must be inspired with a 
pure love of the cause, answering to 
patriotism with its love of the “fath- 
erland,” and a desire for the redemp- 
tion (spiritual liberty) of his fellows ; 
answering to a love of freedom or 
civil liberty, and be animated with a 
holy zeal to hasten the victory of 
eternal right. This will manifest 
itself in earnest efforts to win souls 


for Christ and not to please self. 
Other considerations than a flattering 
field will sometimes inspire to action, 
as is shown by the following inci- 
dent : 

A young minister received a call 
from two different societies at once 
to become their pastor. One was 
rich and able to give him a large sal- 
ary and was well united; the other 
was poor and so divided that they 
had driven away their minister. In 
this condition he applied to his fath- 
er for advice. An aged negro serv- 
ant, who overheard what they said, 
made this remark, “Massa, go where 
there is the least money and the 
most devil.” He took the advice and 
was made the happy instrument of 
uniting a distracted church and con- 
verting many souls to Christ. Don’t 
forget that there is a good deal of 
devil in the world to-day, both liquid 
and solid, material and immaterial, 
physical and spiritual, political and 
religious devils, and nothing but 
straightforward manliness, faithful 
preaching, and the unvarnished 
truth of God will ever cast them out. 
Hence there must be: 

(c) Obedience to the call of duty. 
The question of duty may at times 
be a difficult one, but if you “follow 
the rules of the New Testament sim- 
plicity” you will attain success and 
reach commendable results. 

ITI. Take your part of the equip- 
ment. 

(a) This includes the Word of 
God with its sustaining promises. 
Inspired by these one will prefer 
heavenly treasures to earthly riches, 
and will constantly strive to merit 
the smiles of God in preference to 
the favors of men. 

(6) The companionship of Jesus. 
No soldier can march with firm and 
steady tread where he refuses to in- 
vite Jesus to go. With him there 
will be a sense of safety and a con- 
scious strength. 

(ec) His certificate of deposit—his 
admittance card. My God shall sup- 
ply all your need, for he is able to do 
exceeding abundantly above all you 
can ask or think, so that with all 
prayer you may be in constant com- 
munion with God. This is the hid- 
den source of unfailing strength. 
The time-serving professor looks on 
and wonders why the waters of ad- 
versity do not quench the good sol- 
dier’s zeal. He has never fathomed 
the mystery of that spiritual labratory, 
by which the soldier is able to quench 
all the fiery darts of the enemy, or to 
convert them into fuel to feed the 
flames of hiszeal. It issaid that in Chi- 
cago’s great fire the water fed the 
flames. The heat was so intense as 
to tear the oxygen and hydrogen 
apart and find a fuel more combusti- 
ble than wood. This is what the sol- 
dier of Jesus must do. He must 
make everything minister to a holy 
life, and this is possible only by being 
filled with the Holy Spirit; then will 
you be ready for the great work— 
preaching in the power and demon- 
stration of the Holy Ghost. More 
Holy Ghost preaching is what is 
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needed, and in order to Holy Ghost 
preaching there must be Holy Ghost 
living. As long as the temple of 
tod is made the scene of filthiness 
nd carnal indulgence, it is unreason- 
ible to expect pentecostal outpour- 
ings. Let us then be inspired by the 
Nove of our divine Commander to 
strive for the fullest victory, and 
press the battle to the gate of death ; 
knowing after battle, victory; after 
victory, peace, sweet, eternal peace.

HE SABBATH-SCHOOL—ITS 
MISSION AND ITS 
METHODS. 

The increasing prosperity of Sab- 
hath-school work, in general, is 
hailed with great pleasure by every 
ne interested in this department of 
hristian labor. This prosperity has 
nanifested itself in three ways, 

amely : 

1. In the extension of its field. 

2. In the increasing interest dis- 
Jayed in fields already occupicd. 

3. In the improved character of its 
ork. 


When we remember that 
his institution of religious work, 
as, Within a century, extend- 


its domain well-nigh to every na- 
ion whither the Bible has found its 
ay, we are impressed with the mar- 
‘lous rapidity of its growth. Though 
er birthplace was in England, the 
splay of her energies was not to be 
rcumscribed within the narrow lim- 
s of that isle. She leaped the chan- 
el, and her home is in every nation 
Europe. She crossed the Bos- 
prus, and, with blessings in her 
nds, presented her fair form at the 
breshold of many countries of the 
rient. ‘To-day she may be greeted 
China, Japan, and India. Nor has 
e Dark Continent escaped her vigi- 
nt eye. In Egypt and South Africa 
br beneficent work may be seen. 
She early crossed the Atlantic and 
und a genial clime and welcome 
me. Who is able to measure the 
penitude of her influence, as a 
oral force, in our own fair country ? 
s we look at the progress of Chris- 
nity during the present century, 
d study. the philosophy of its his- 
y, remembering that skepticism 
s a force relatively much greater a 
ntury ago than-it now is; that its 
markable triumphs have _ been 
hieved in the midst of great politi- 
l convulsions that have repeatedly 
ept over the land; that its progress 
s scarcely arrested by the most 
rific civil conflict the world ever 
w—how millions of hearts are 
illed with rapture as they con- 
plate the fact that Christianity 
8 a deeper hold upon the conscience 
our Nation than ever before, and 
Mt it is the mightiest moral force in 
sland of the free and the home of 
brave. 
As we study the philosophy of this 
tory we can not fail to recognize, 
the Sabbath-school, one of the 
yhtiest instrumentalities through 
ch the Church has accomplished 
magnificent work. Hardly less 
arkable is the fact that in Mexico 
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and Central America, and also in 
most of the South American States 
—those countries so rigidly held in 
slavery to the papacy—there the 
banner of the Sabbath school floats 
to the breeze. 

And her victorious march will not 
be arrested until her banner shall be 
seen waving wherever the cross of 
Christ has been planted. Now, what 
has inspired this phenomenal growth ? 
What was the genius of the move- 
ment inaugurated by Robert Raikes 
and his co-adjutors, that has enabled 
it to swell to such stupendous pro- 
portions? Was it not an effort to re- 
vive an interest in Bible study? 
Was it not in this universal need 
that the Sabbath-school found its in- 
ception? 

Under the arbitrary power of the 
papacy the Bible had been steadily 
driven from the homes of the people. 
The papal power asserted the claim 
of exclusive authority to interpret 
the Word of God. In his function, 
as universal teacher, the Pope asserts 
authority over the intellects of men. 
Especially is this true in ecclesiasti- 
cal affairs. Religious liberty is tol- 
erated by the papacy only when it 
can not be successfully resisted. It 
is no marvel, therefore, that the 
Roman church adheres so tenacious- 
ly to the policy of a_ prohibited 
Bible. 

When Protestantism, with invinci- 
ble hand, wrested the Bible from its 
hiding place, it found a place in the 
homes of the people, and they could 
read it in their own tongues. As 
they studied its truths, they were in- 
spired with new hopes, new inspira- 
tions. No other book, no other reli- 
gion, ever stood in such relatious to 
human life as the Bible. Never was 
it so much in the ascendancy as it is 
to-day. There is no other book so 
widely read or so reverently studied. 
There is no possible hierarchy, how- 
ever vast, that can ever succeed in 
extracting it from the hands of the 
people. 

A liberated Bible soon suggested 
the need of more systematic effort in 
its study. The origin of the Sabbath- 
school may be traced to the effort to 
promote organized Bible study. 

The method of imparting biblical 
instruction in the Sabbath-school 
recognized the fact that in the com- 
plex spiritual organization of man, 
religion is as much an indigenous 
growth as any other distinctively hu- 
man trait, such as morals, or art, or 
government, and its fullest develop- 
ment involves the work of training, 
of giving line upon line, and precept 
upon precept. 

The universality of religion—this 
is accepted as a result of the widest 
researches in comparative mythology. 
The distinctive mission of the Sab- 
bath-school, therefore, may be com- 
prehended in the work of moral train- 
ing, derived from formal religious in- 
struction. 

The absence of any formal, ethical 
instruction in our common school 
system, renders more imperative the 
work of the Sabbath-school. . Not 


that the curriculum of our public 
schools is “Christless” or “godless,” 
as is charged by Rome. That charge 
is quite apart from the truth. The 
secular studies there pursued were 
born of religion, and can not be 
paganized by any combination of in- 
fluences that may assail them. 

It must be admitted, however, 
that our common school system is so 
far secularized as to essentially for- 
bid any positive and formal instruc- 
tion in morals and religion. These 
are taught indirectly, it is true, by 
the teacher. It is the glory of our 
common school system that an im- 
mense majority of its teachers are 
eminent in morals, as well as in 
learning. There is, moreover, a cer- 
tain refining influence generated by 
intellectual pursuits. 

Yet the fact remains that religion 
is practically ignored in the child’s 
school days—ignored so far as any 
formal religious instruction is con- 
cerned. The Bible may be read, it 
is true, but the teacher is strictly en- 
joined from making any “note” or 
“comment” thereon. The mission 
of the Sabbath-school, therefore, as- 
sumes a measure of importance not 
easily exaggerated as a factor in im- 
parting religious instruction. The 
work of the Sabbath-school is render- 
ed still more imperative by the ab- 
sence of religious training in so many 
homes. Weare not willing to regard 
the curriculum of our schools as 
“godless,” but we are compelled to 
admit that the curriculum of hun- 
dreds and thousands of homes is no- 
toriously so. The Sabbath-school 
gathers into its fold the children of 
such homes, at a time when an 
angel would be honored in serving 
them. 

I do not forget, however, that no 
child, no man, was ever made reli- 
gious by instruction. Its importance 
lies in the fact that this didactic 
training renders its coming a thou- 
sand times more hopeful than if it 
had to force its way up against the 
combined forces of ignorance and 
sin. You can not drop religion into 
the soul as you drop the seed into 
the ground. In the work of conver- 
sion the will of man must co-operate 
with the spirit of God. Religious 
instruction, though not involving 
conversion as a necessary sequence, 
yet does secure to the child an intel- 
lectual disposition most favorable to 
spiritual life. 

And how well the Sabbath-school 
equips herself for her divine mission ! 
She brings to her assistance the pro- 
foundest scholarship of the world. 
She invokes the power of art to ren- 
der her work more effective. She 
laystribute upon archaeology, and the 
foundations of ancient cities must be 
overturned that she may gain more 
light. She is inexorable in her de- 
mands that the secrets of ancient his- 
tory must be disclosed. 

Moreover, to facilitate her work, 
the very best methods are employed. 
She contrives every possible appli- 
ance, every conceivable apparatus 
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more attractive. And is there nota 
danger lurking just here? 

This is an age of machinery. The 
multiplicity of inventions has precip- 
itated revolution after revolution. 
Material progress is rapidly absorb- 
ing the attention of the world. Much 
as we rejoice in the material prosper- 
ity of our country, in the ingenuity 
of method displayed, in the fertility 
of inventive genius, there is, ' appre- 
hend, an attending danger that needs 
to be averted. The impending dan- 
ger is to be seen in the disposition to 
allow ingenious mechanism and sur- 
prising methods to supersede natural 
talent, patient training, experience— 
those human powers that ever have 
been, and ever must be, the essential 
factors in all moral progress. When 
it comes to affairs involving the work 
of mind with mind, character with 
character, no possible excellence of 
method can supersede the necessity 
of men. 

This tendency, oftentimes, betrays 
itself in a disposition to secularize 
the Sabbath-school. To promote its 
material prosperity questionable 
methods are employed, questionable 
entertainments are invoked. The 
one great aim is lost sight of, in a 
measure—that of converting and en- 
riching the soul. I do not decry 
method. We must seek a wise use 
of the very best. Ido not depreci- 
ate appliances. I emphasize men. 
The influence emanating from the 
mind—any permanent good must 
flow from this. 

Dealing with the plastic nature of 
the child, whose character is molded 
for this life and the life to come, by 
every word spoken, by every influ- 
ence of example, what are the essen- 
tial qualifications of the Sabbath- 
school teacher? They consist not in 
logic, though logic has its place; not 
in imagery, though this quickens the 
imagination ; not in historical lore, 
important as it is; not in the sen- 
tences of classic mold he may be able 
to frame—not in these are to be 
found that fullness of preparation es- 
sential to success. 

It is only as one becomes absorbed 
in the gravity, the greatness, the 
glory of his theme, as God becomes 
his inspiration and the power of the 
world to come wields its true force, 
that the essential qualification is 
realized. Natural endowments are 
of incomparable worth, it is true. 
Blessed is the man upon whom they 
have been bestowed with prodigal 
hand. We are never to forget, how- 
ever, that, in every Christian work, 
our efficiency must be of God. The 
growth of spiritual perception, the 
deepening and widening of moral 
capacity, the enlarging of the soul, 
the emphasis is upon these to-day as 
it has never been before, perhaps. 

As a result, the Sabbath-school 
teacher is no longer required to re- 
gard himself as a theologian in the 
ordinary acceptation of the term. 
His fitness is not to be determined by 
his controversial skill. 

This suggests the thought that as 


by which her work may be rendered an evangelistic force the Sabbath- 
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school has exerted a powerful reflex 
influence upon the church. It has 
contributed largely to the change of 
emphasis from the rigid forms of 
dogmatic theology of the past to the 


more spiritual, more ethical forms of| John 17: 21.) 


Christian character. Theology is be- 
coming more moral and less material- 
istic in its conceptions. Theology 
properly conceived, theology repre- 
senting Christ and his ‘salvation as 
adequate to the deepest needs of the 
world and as broad as ‘life—this is 
becoming, more and more, the very 
essence of the teacher’s message. 


X. 
“WHAT DO THESE WORDS 
MEAN ?” 


Somebody asks (HERALD, July 
14th), What do these words mean, 
over four questions. He wants 
“light.” 

I was born in the days of tallow 
candles, and I may not be so lucid as 
some of later times, but such as I 
have I offer. For my purpose I 
choose to reverse the numbers and 
begin with question four, thus: 

Question four. “What did John 
mean when he said, For there are 
three that bear record in heaven— 
the Father, the Word, and Holy 
Spirit, and these three are one?” 
I. John 5: 7. 

One what? Certainly John does 
not say these three are one God. 
Look and see. Evidently these three 
are one “record,” one testimony, or 
unit witness; record means testi- 
mony in this place. 

But Jokn did not write this verse. 
It is not in the Revised Version and 
should not be in any other. It is 
forged, and, in the Gospel sense, 
“means” nothing. 

Third, “What did Jesus mean 

when he said he and his Father are 
one?” John 10: 30. 
- We will let Jesus tell us: “Neither 
pray I for these alone, but for all 
them that believe on me through 
their word, that they all may be one, 
as thou, Father, art in me and I in 
thee, that they also may be one in 
us.” John 17: 21, 22. Husband 
and wife are one. Evidently Jesus 
means not unity of person, but 
unity of spirit, of purpose. 

For convenience and brevity I 
choose to answer the first and second 
questions as one. They are seeing the 
Father and Thomas seeing Jesus. 

Let me preface the answer thus: 
There are a few points in the Bible 
that must ever be kept in mind or 
the Book soon becomes a book of 
riddles. One of these fundamentals 
is that God can not lie. Jesus states 
another: ““No man hath seen God at 
any time.” Paul covers the present 
and future as Jesus covers the past 
when he says, ‘Whom no man hath 
seen nor can see.” Therefore, any 
person or thing that has been seen 
or can be seen can not be the invisi- 
ble God whom no man hath seen or 
can see. 

Now, “He that hath seen me hath 
seen the Father,” means that not 
Jesus but the Father that dwelt in 


him did the works, and thus the 
Father was seen in the works, Jesus 
being simply the medium through 
which the Father revealed himself. 
John 14: 10. Father inme. (See 
Let Jesus interpret 
himself. 

Now, Thomas’ Lord and God. To 
me there is no puzzle. There is no 
evidence doubting Thomas was spe- 
cially inspired to say this. But let 
us not hasten away from the usual 
conclusion of a certain class of theo- 
logians—that unbelieving Thomas 
actually called Jesus his Lord and 
his God. The better way is to meet 
the question fairly and on Bible 
grounds. 

‘First, Jesus, on no occasion, pro- 
fessed or claimed to be God in the 
Jewish sense. Nay, he did not open- 
ly declare he was even Christ till 
under oath, and this ranked him as 
an impostor who ought to die. Had 
Jesus said he was ho T'heos, the God, 
he would have been killed in his 
tracks as a blasphemer. No, Jesus 
never told his apostles he was God— 
he did not commission his apostles to 
preach him to the people as the God, 
but as the Son of God. 

Second, Jesus was seen and could 
have been handled—sEE my hands 
and my side. If Jesus was visible 
and could be handled; if Jesus was 
material before Thomas and Thomas 
knew that Jesus taught that no man 
hath seen God at any time (John 
1: 18). I submit it to the author of 
these questions whether Thomas be- 
lieved he was looking on the invisi- 
ble God. 

We must be careful and make 
nothing God that can be seen. What, 
the invisible God be handled and 
seen to eat fish and honey comb! If 
God can be seen by mortal eyes and 
handled by our clumsy fingers, why 
not make his image and worship it? 
What, teach that Jesus is the invisi- 
ble God and have pictures of him 
hung up in our houses! What, 
make God like a man, when the com- 
mandment forbids us making God 
like anything in heaven, in earth, or 
in the waters beneath the earth! 
Why not be content to teach that 
Jesus is the Christ, the Son of the God, 
tou Theou, as did Jesus and his apos- 
tles?

EACH CHURCH A LOCAL 

LIGHT. 

A number of English clergymen 
recently discussed the question: 
How to reach the masses with the 
Gospel. The discussion resulted in 
little or nothing new in the way of 
suggestion. The question is an old 
one, and we suspect that a world- 
wide conference on the subject 
would not alarm the arch-enemy of 
souls very greatly. Now and againa 
coterie of ministers, who number 
many vacant pews among the furni- 
ture of the Lord’s house, and who 
fail to make converts, and consequent 
accessions to church membership 
from the ranks of the unredeemed, 
become agitated. The fact of the 
non-attendance of masses of people 


is too patent and painful to be ig- 
nored, and something has to be done. 
So a conference is called, and the 
usual result, after months of prepara- 
tory work and days of ardent talk, is 
rarely commensurate with the stir 
made and the effort put forth. 


One real difficulty in the way of 
reaching the masses was suggested 
across the water. A minister who 
participated in the discussion thought 
that the natural enmity of the hu- 
man heart was a serious source of 
difficulty. No new truth most as- 
suredly, but if a conference was nec- 
essary in order to bring it out, it is 
well that the conference was held. 
The minister of the Gospel ought per- 
petually to have this fact before him. 
There is an enmity to be overcome, a 
deep, dark, deadly enmity against 
God. To overcome this the Gospel 
must be preached with fervor and 
force. The cross will win where 
nothing else will. At the same time 
empty pews have neither ears nor 
souls, and the minister is wise who 
seeks to fill the seats of the house of 
the Lord with hearers of the Gospel. 
Some one says that if the ministers 
will fill the pulpits the people will fill 
the pews, and there is truth in the 
suggestion. The preachers who at- 
tract the multitudes to-day are prin- 
cipally those who preach the Gospel 
in its simplicity, in its entirety, and 
who preach it with force and fervor. 
That is a happy and most hopeful 
fact. Pulpits in which, as Mrs. Part- 
ington wovl4 say, the Gospel is dis- 
pensed with do not permanently 
draw. 


There is no better way in which to 
reach the masses than for each evan- 
gelical church to make its influence 
felt in its immediate neighborhood. 
The pastor must lead in the work. 
If he is content to give his pulpit la- 
bors only and to consider his duty to 
the church and the people about it 
ended with these, there will still lie 
about such a church an unreached 
mass of non church-goers. The 
church must, through its ministers 
and by its members, make known its 
presence actively and even aggres- 
sively among the homes of the peo- 
ple. “Pure religion and undefiled is 
to visit; “I was sick and ye visited 
me; I was in prison and ye came unto 
me,” are no unfamiliar words. The 
sick are not all in hospitals nor are 
all the prisoners boarding at the 
state’s expense. 

There are sick and imprisoned souls 
to be reached in town and country, 
and to these rivulets of Gospel grace 
should flow through individual 
church members at work for individ- 
ual souls. 

It is not possible that the world at 
large will be seriously impressed 


‘about divine things while the church 


at large is so taken up with worldly 
affairs. The commercial life and the 
social life of a large portion of our 
church membership are so thorough- 
ly worldly in their character that the 
thread’ of Christian profession is all 
that divides the church member and 


the non-church-goer. And yet pro- 


fessing Christians are the world’s 
epistles, known and read of all men, 
If in these epistles the world reads of 
social and commercial absorption in- 
stead of Christian devotion, it will 
not recognize the fact that there ig 
any world but a material one, and so 
it will give the Gospel service the go- 
by. Thus we come to a second very 
serious difficulty in the way of reach- 
ing the masses. The minister who 
would win souls has, therefore, to 
contend with the godlessness of the 
unsaved and also with the worldliness 
of the professors. What wonder that 
many a minister is found under the 
juniper tree, or exclaims: “Who is 
sufficient for these things?’ To that 
question there is but one answer: 
“Our sufficiency is of God.” 

The church has a prodigious task 
before it, andit will not be accomplish- 
ed by mere conferences or great 
strategic movements. The kingdom 
of God cometh not by observation. 


There is needed the constant, faith- | 


ful, prayerful work of each Christian 
congregation. The church must bea 
light in its own locality. It must be 
a fount of living water irrigating the 
desert land immediately around it. 
By hard toil and careful cultivation, 


it must seek to make the desert blos- | 


som as the rose, even as the rose of 
Sharon. Jerusalem was rebuilded 
when each man worked upon the 
walls over against his own house, 
and no other plan than that of con- 
secrated living and continuous labors 
on the part of each Christian chur¢h 


in its own locality will bring the peo- 


ple under sound of the Gospel call.— 
New York Observer.

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QUERIES OF BRO. JOHNSON,

Bro. Johnson is one of our noblest 
and best of men, and an able minis- 
ter of the Gospel of the Son of God; 
and as no one else has takenthe mat- 
ter in hand, as to answering his 
queries, I feel constrained to make 
the attempt. 

Bro. Johnson premises, “We take 
the Bible as our only rule of faith 
and practice, allowing to each indi- 
vidual the right to interpret it for 


himself.” We answer that each in- 
dividual enjoys the God-given 
right to interpret the word as 


revealed in the Bible, according 
to the best and highest sense of his 
understanding. Failing to do this, we 
would lose our individuality and be 
swallowed up in the sense and under- 
standing of others, and thus cease to 
be men and women. 

Bro. Johnson says, “Now, I wish 
to inquire whether the church based 
upon this principle has any authority 
over its individual ministers or mem- 
bers, either in matters of faith or 
practice, especially if it be admitted 
that each individual not only has the 
undisputed right to differ from any 
and all others, but that he is so con- 
stituted that he can not see or under- 
stand the Scriptures as others under- 
stand them, and that therefore differ- 
ences are not only admissible but in- 
evitable.” 

We answer that there is but one 
Church, and only one Church, of 
which Jesus Christ is the Head. 
“And gave him to be head over all 
things to the Church, which is his 
body, the fullness of him that filleth 
all in all.” Eph. 1: 22, 23. Jesus 
Christ is the base, as well as the 
Head of the Church. “Therefore, 
thus saith the Lord God, Behold, I 
lay in Zion for a foundation a stone, 
a tried stone, a precious corner-stone, 
a sure foundation; he that buildeth 
thereon shall not make haste.” 
Isaiah 28: 16. Jesus is therefore 
not only the foundation, but the 
Head of the Church. His rule is 


the only infallible rule. All man- 
kind are fallible; no infallibles 
among men. We acknowledge no 


pope, whether little or big. Paul 
says, “I know nothing by myself, 
yet am I not hereby justified, but he 
that judgeth me is the Lord. There- 
fore judge nothing before the time, 
until the Lord come, who both will 
bring to light the hidden things of 
darkness, and will make manifest the 
counsels of the heart; and then 
shall every man have praise of God. 

. For who maketh thee to differ 
from another ? and what hast thou that 
thou didst not receive?” I. Cor. 
4: 47. 

Again, Bro. Johnson inquires: 
Is it a fact that as individuals we 
may have and avow doctrinal senti- 
ments, but aga church never? An- 
swer—Individuals may avow doctrin- 
al sentiments, that may be erroneous, 
and this is surely true, or there 
would not be so many different doc- 
trines taught. If each individual 
would imbibe a conciliatory spirit, 


and accord to others what he claims 
for himself, there would not be 
so many divisions and so many dif- 
ferent doctrines taught. 

Bro. Johnson says, “I know a 
Christian minister who, on being 
asked what the doctrine of the Chris- 
tian church was, answered, ‘The 
church has no doctrine.” Is it 
a fact that the minister hasno Bible? 
The doctrines of the Christian 
church are the doctrines of the 
Bible. Please send that minister this 
way and I will give him a Bible, that 
he may study and know the doctrines 
of the Christian church.

PROFESSION DEVOID OF 
LOVE. 

Much of what is called religion in 
the present day, is altogether devoid 
of love. It consists in cold opinions 
and human theories, more than in 
warm affections and deeds of Chris- 
tian beneficence; or it is a manifes- 
tation of works without faith. Out- 
ward works in the cause of God may 
increase, while love to Christ- is de- 
creasing and fast dying out. All 
works are dead that are not prompt- 
ed by love and sustained by divine 
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life, as it is evident and possible that 
good deeds may spring from bad mo- 
tives. Knowledge or zeal without 
love is all in vain. Knowledge is 
excellent, but love is supreme and 
divine. The louddst profession of 
religion is not to be believed, unless 
the individual exhibits a spirit of 
love. The person only deceives him- 
self who thinks he is a Christian, 
however sound his judgment and cor- 
rect his opinions and theories, if he 
is not living in the existence of love 
to God and man. 

Love, is not merely emotion 
or feeling, but the keeping of God’s 
whole law, and walking in his stat- 
utes with earnest endeavor to please 
him; he will not accept of profes- 
sions of love for the thing itself, but 
strictly requires that we love him su- 
premely, and our neighbor as our- 
selves. It is useless for any tosay he 
loves God and his neighbor, unless 
he manifest this love in affiliation 
with all who bear the divine image, 
and gives evidence of his loyalty to 
the cause of Jesus; for love receives 
all whom God receives. All tests and 
theories devised by men, which hin- 
der harmony of effort among those 
of a kindred spirit, are wrong and 
should be avoided, for love leads to 
closer relationship in the most bless- 
ed work of exalting the Redeemer 
and extending his kingdom in the 
earth. 

Love should rule every life, and 
convince gain-sayers that God reigns 
in the midst of his people. While 
hatred, envy, strife, and divisions ex- 
ist among professors of religion, the 
world looks on astonished and is 
driven further and further in unbe- 
lief. But when love rules ané acts of 
gentleness, kindness, mercy, and 
charity are found, men are led to be- 
lieve, and thereby receive the blessed 
Savior, who died for all.

WHY OBJECT TO OLD MIN- 
ISTERS? 

Why is it that young men should 
be given the preference in the pulpit 
while old men are the favorites on 
the platform and as after-dinner ora- 
tors? If there is any kind of public 
speaking for which advancing years 
give increased qualification it is the 
preaching of the Gospel; because 
the mysteries of revelation are not 
discerned merely or chiefly by the 
intellect, but by the spiritual facul- 
ties; and these are capable of indefi- 
nite development even after the mind 
has lost some of the acuteness and 
freshness of youth. 

But the fact that men who are well 
on in years are the most attractive, 
popular speakers in this great city, 
proves that it is possible for a man 
to retain the full vigor and freshness 
of his mental powers long after the 
age at which many churches assume 
that a preacher has outlived his use- 
fulness. Mr. Depew is fifty-eight 
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years old, yet his wit seems to grow 
more keen and his oratory more 
attractive every year. Mr. Gladstone 
is another and a more striking illus- 
tration of the same truth. He is 
eighty-three years old, yet he still 
holds his place at the very top of the 
ladder as a popular speaker. 

There is, therefore, no reason to 
assume that a man who is over fifty 
has seen his best days as a popular 
orator, or even as an after-dinner 
humorist; and the assumption that a 
man who is over fifty, or even sixty, 
has seen his best days as a preacher 
of the Gospel, is still more unreason- 
able. As long as a man possesses a 
reasonable share of physical vigor his 
mind should be fresh ; and increasing 
years should only give it a deeper 
tone and the advantage of longer 
training and wider experience. 

Why, then, do the churches want 
young ministers if it be not that they 
are seeking for some other quality 
than spiritual power, or mental de- 
velopment, or wisdom gained by ex- 
perience ? 

Our impression is that the church 
which rejects a pastor simply because 
he is getting on in years and gives 
the preference to another man simply 
because he is young, is a good church 
to get out of as quickly as possible. 

It does not follow that no church 
should have a young preacher, be- 
cause there are many other questions 
involved in the choice of a pastor 
besides the ages of the respective 
candidates; but we do think that, 
other things being equal, a truly 
spiritually-minded church would al- 
ways give the preference to the older 
man.— Mail and Express.

embittered because of lesser griefs 
than she has borne. And yet, as I 
have said, this rare soul, this woman- 
ly woman, is joy-giving. In her 
presence I have often felt that of her 
if of any one it can truly be said, 
“To know her is a liberal education.” 
Sorrow and cares have in her only 
brought out the sweetness of her na- 
ture. She is sunny as a child, with 
a heart full of “joy unfeigned.” I 
used to explain it to myself as a mat- 
ter of temperament. Now I know it 
isa matter of faith. She believes, 
and so has entered into rest. Her 
gentle deeds, her rare kindness, the 
beauty of her unselfish life, flow from 
a deep and abiding joy and peace. 
Her children call her blessed, and 
not only they, but all who come 
within the circle of her beneficent in- 
fluence. 

The ocean’s depths are never dis- 
turbed by the storms that lash in 
fury the surface. So with the life of 
one who believes. Tumult and tem- 
pest may encompass it about; we 
may think it a troubled life. But 
underneath the storm lies the ever- 
lasting calm. It is a miracle often 
repeated—just as often as a soul sees 
Jesus as he is, and laying hold on 
him by faith utters the first cry of 
the new birth, “Lord, 1 believe; 
help thou mine unbelief.” 


The ocean tides obey forever the 
influences in the heavens. Clouds 
and darkness may hide the skies, but 
the deeps of peace of the believing 
heart are true to the heavenly influ- 
ences. Belief in an eternal good- 
ness, the firm hope to which the 
spirit clings though tossed by storm 
and flood—this is rest. 

““God’s goodness flows around our in- 
completeness, 

’Round our restlessness, his rest,’’ 

Is the testimony of Elizabeth Barrett 

Browning, uttered from the darken- 

ed room of her seeming hopeless in- 

validism. 

“T know that God is good;” it is 
the witness of the Quaker poet, up- 
borne by his calm faith, while grief- 
stricken by the bereavement that 
made him homeless, whose songs of 
home have become household words. 

He who bore our griefs and car- 
ried our sorrows, when entering the 
dark shadows of the valley of an- 
guish and humiliation and death, 
could turn to his disciples a face 
radiant with love and joy and peace. 
Through all the ages that look of 
love, of sweet serenity, has beamed 
into the souls of men, filling them 
with peace. “My peace I give unto 
you.” What a gift, from one upon 
whose head was about to burst the 
blackest, fiercest storm of malice and 
hate. But he saw the end from the 
beginning. He knew the purpose of 
the universe; in his heart he held 
the meaning of all human life and 
endeavor. “Let not your heart be 
troubled, neither let it be afraid.” 
He knew we have nothing to fear. 
He knew the love of the Father, 
whose joy is to give good gifts unto his 
children; who permits us to walk in 
the dark sometimes, that we may 
learn we have nothing to fear; who 
permits sorrow and pain, bereave- 
ment and death, to come to us, that 
we may learn that his grace is suffi- 
cient for us. We shrink from fiery 
trials, and, behold, we pass through 
them unscathed, and without the 
smell of fire upon our garments. 

Thus we learn that it is true as he 
has said, “And lo, I am with you al- 
ways, even unto the end of the 
world.” So it is that through the 
ministry of sorrow is learned the 
deep lesson of trust, and we no 
longer are afraid; we learn to know 
that we can not drift beyond the love 
and care of our Father whose tender 
mercy does follow us all the days of 
our lives. 

Him whom God has comforted can 
not doubt “that through the ages one 
increasing purpose runs;” and that 
purpose is that every living soul 
shall learn to know Christ, and see- 
ing him as he is, become like him— 
like him in unselfish love; like him 
in eternal trust in the love where- 
with the Father loves us; like him 
in joy and peace that flows out in 
blessing. 

To believe Christ is to believe in 
the Father’s love. To have this be- 
lief is to have a faith simple and 
childlike. To him that believeth is 
peace; it is given him to know that 


he who has given the soul’s life can 
keep it safe forever. The trusting 
heart is therefore not troubled. 
Every step is from God to God. Why 
should the child of God’s love and 
care be afraid ? 

In this childlike trust is the deep- 
est wisdom. Herein is the secret of 
every serene and sunny soul; here 
lie the hidden fountains of all the 
beautiful lives that bless. Minister- 
ing to others with the comfort where- 
with they have been comforted, such 
lives bear faithful witness to the 
truth that here and now may begin 
the “rest that remaineth to the peo- 
ple of God.” It begins in belief; it 
abideth forever.

_ “A remarkable case of self-control 
is reported in the case of Dr. Terry, 


of Fall River, who was accidentally 
killed in a fencing bout July 18th. 
The foil of his opponent, which had 
become unwound at the point, pierced 
the eye to the brain. While the spec- 
tators were wildly excited, Dr. Terry, 
we are told, remained cool and col- 
lected. Before physicians, who had 
been summoned instantly, arrived, 
he had diagnosed his case, and told 
those in the room the nature and ex- 
tent of the accident, pronouncing it 
at the same time fatal. He took his 
own pulse, examined his own ex- 
tremities; said that all symptoms in- 
dicated that the covering of the brain 
had been ruptured, and that a clot 
was forming. He was conveyed to 
his home before he lost conscious- 
ness, and calmly explained to his 
stricken and distracted wife the na- 
ture of his wound, and prepared her 
for his speedy relapse into uncon- 
sciousness, and for his death in a 
short time. Dr. Terry was a learned 
and skillful surgeon, a close student 
of the Bible, and an active Christian 
worker. He was fencing with a 
friend in the gymnasium of the local 
Young Men’s Christian Association 
when the fatal accident occurred.” 





GROW IN GRACE. 

To be born well is not enough. 
We should grow in strength and in 
the favor of God. ‘':he provisions 
for the physical growth of the child 
are complete, but not more fully than 
those for the moral growth of the 
convert. For the babe to be simply 
born and then remain a babe in size 
and strength, would by no means an- 
swer. If at three months of age the 
child were no stronger and no larger 
than when born, the mother’s heart 
would despond. 

Food and exercise, however, inva- 
riably give growth, where health is 
the condition, so that the child of 
three months is both much stronger 
and much larger than when born. 
So it should be with the convert. 
Three months should show rapid gain 
in strength and influence, and from 
that period on through the whole of 
life, the growth should be constant. 

God'spreads a good table, and his 
feast is not one periodically set forth, 
but ever at hand. The spring is 
always babbling at our feet, and the 
pastures are always green and sweet 
about us. Famine is not a possible 
condition in the kingdom of grace— 
there is always bread enough and to 
spare, while the waters of life are 
ever a flood fresh and full. Some- 
times the saint imagines, perhaps, 
that there is both dearth and drought, 
but this condition is never reached 
in fact. 

We recall the signal of distress 
raised by the mariners, forty miles 
off the South American coast. 
What. was their want? “We are 
dying for water,” they replied. “But 
dip it up,” was the answer. They 
were opposite the mouth of the Am- 
azon, Which debouches its waters into 
the sea more than a hundred miles. 

As all the mouths of humanity 
could not drink the rivers of the 
earth dry, no more can the saints of 


quench our thirst. The fountain is 
always full and overflowing, even if 
all the saints of the kingdom are at 
once drinking therefrom. We can 
not exhaust the supplies of God on 
a material line, and much less on 
moral lines. 

The convert as he enters into the 
waters of life has an experience 
somewhat like that of Ezekiel, who 
found the waters which flowed from 
the sanctuary, at first as ankle deep, 
but they soon rose to his knees, then 
to his loins, and at last became waters 
to swim in—a river so wide that it 
could not be passed over. Surely, 
the waters of life can not dry up— 
the drought isa condition wholly im- 
possible to the kingdom of grace. 

And as with the waters, so with 
the bread of God. When Jesus 
broke the loaves and fishes, the mul- 
titude had as much of both as they 
would. And the supply was not ex- 
hausted even when the want disap- 
peared, for they gathered up twelve 
basketsful. Our Master stands 
ready to break the bread to our lips 
whenever the want begins to rise in 
our hearts, so that the want is always 
anticipated by the supply. Wanting, 
we reach forth our hand and receive, 
or part our lips and eat. 


The supply never ends in this life. 
While we walk through the wilder- 
ness of mortality, the manna will 
daily and bountifully fall. When we 
reach Canaan the fresh corn of the 
kingdom will be an abundant supply. 
Not one week passed, for the forty 
years of the wanderings, without the 
manna. Six days each week God 
opened the windows of heaven, and 
poured out the bread as a goodly 
shower. If the supply did not come 
on the Sabbath day, still the double 
supply of Friday made want impos- 
sible. There was always a fullness 
with Israel, even in a land that could 
produce them no food. 

The prophets tell us something of 
the abundance of this supply for the 
wants of the saints: God would open 
the windows of heaven—not one, but 
many windows—and pour them out 
blessings. God’s supply can not be 
symbolized by the drizzling rain, nor 
the gentle shower. When the waters 
pour from the clouds, the earth is 
drenched, and the rivers are filled. 
So God pours out his blessings so 
freely and fully that they are more 
than we can receive or consume— 
there is not room enough to contain 
them, and our hearts overflow in their 
fullness to the world, as God’s hands 
of grace overflow to us. 

Now, with such a supply at the 
ever-spread feast table of our God, 
why should there not be growth as 
well as satisfaction? If there be not 
growth, it is not from God’s lack to- 
ward us; it must be from some fault 
of our own. Do we refuse to eat the 
bread he breaks, or drink from the 
fountains he opens? Is it possible 
that the honey he drops from the

our thirst ? 
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Yes, there are saints who are slow- 
ly perishing like the mariners off the 
coast of the North Atlantic. Are 
we perishing while sitting at the 
well-spread table and lying before 
the fountain? We need to hear the 
angels’ words to Peter, “Rise, slay 
and eat.” 

But if the appetite be gone, if 
there be little or no wish for the food- 
supplies spread before us, what can 
the matter be? Are we not drones 
in the kingdom, lazily living out our 
lives? Are our hands ready for the 
good work of the vineyard? Do we 
go about doing good, serving the 
household of faith as opportunity 
offers? If we are not workers, no 
wonder we are not eaters, and if 
neither workers nor eaters, why 
should we expect strength or growth 
in the favor of God? 

But it is our duty to grow into the 
strength of giants. The demands of 
the cause are such that our strength 
should be at its full. We are nceded 
at our best, and strong blows and 
vigorous deeds are wanted at our 
hands. Why remain children feed- 
ing on the milk of the Word? Why 
make a boast of our weakness, as did 
Jeremiah, when proclaiming himself 
a child? or Gideon, when declaring 
himself to be the least of his father’s 
house ? 

God knows whom he wants, and he 
calls for you! But he wants you as a 
man of strength, as an agency of 
power! Rally, then, into a might of 
power. Be strong in the Lord and 
in the power of his might. “Jacob,” 
says Amos, “by his strength had 
power with God.” If we would have 
power with God, we, too, must be 
strong, grow in grace, and then use 
his bestowed grace for his glory.

BIGOTS AND SKEPTICS. 

The gracious and tender influence 
of Christmas does not depart in a day. 
It lingers at least a week to brighten 
the dull round of life and to con- 
serve the interests of peace, kind- 
ness, and charity. The skeptics and 
infidels tell us that the religious ele- 
ment of the festival is a sham and a 
mockery, but the facts contradict 
them in an obvious and conclusive 
way. It is not true, as they flippant- 
ly assert, that the characteristic de- 
lights of this most joyous of anni- 
versaries are all derived from heathen 
sources, and that Christianity has 
tended to lessen rather than to in- 
crease them. 

The habit of sneering is an easy 
one, and those who cultivate it are 
apt to lose that sense of just and fair 
discrimination which is the best sign 
of intelligence and the safest guide of 
sentiment. Such persons continu- 
ally boast of their liberality, when in 
reality they are most arrogant and 
intolerant. The obligations of re- 
pect and courtesy that are generally 
recognized in prevailing controver- 
sies do not have any weight with 
them. They are almost uniformly 
offensive in their methods of expres- 
sion and their manner of discussion. 
While claiming the largest freedom 
for themselves, they are unwilling to 
grant a_like measure of liberty to 
their opponents. They insist not 
only that their views are correct, but 
that contrary ones can not be sin- 
cerely entertained. Their philoso- 
phy scorns the suggestion that other 
people may be as honest as them- 
selves, and all their logic leads to the 
conclusion that they are the only 
wise men in the world. 

Those who find so mueh to admire 
in the writings of Col. Ingersoll, for 
instance, are curiously indifferent to 
the fact that he is one of the most 
pronounced bigots of the time. His 
assaults upon Christianity and its ad- 
herents are nothing if not vindictive 
and vituperative. He does not for a 
moment concede that the millions of 
people who believe in the religious 
system that he rejects have any right 
to maintain their forms and agencies 
of moral service. It does not satisfy 
him to say that they are mistaken, 
and to urge reasons upon them for 
changing their opinions. He boldly 
and bitterly charges them with the 
propogation of doctrines which they 
know to be false. Their zeal is de- 
rided and condemned as a fault and a 
shame. He grants them nothing in 








the way of praise for the good works 
they accomplish for society. Their 
vast contributions for purposes of 
benevolence and amelioration of hu- 
man misery do not win a word of 
commendation from him. He sees 
only folly and mischief in all of their 
proceedings. The great characters 
in the history of the church are sim- 
ply so many objects of ribaldry and 
contempt to him. He conveniently 
overlooks the things that are a stand- 
ing refutation of his charges, and 
will not see any virtue where there is 
an absence of his peculiar views and 
a devotion to principles and pur- 
poses that he makes it his business 
to antagonize with relentless vio- 
lence. 

This feature of modern infidelity 
is the one that does it greatest dis- 
credit. The fanaticism of the skep- 
tic appears in all of his arguments, 
and will not let him take a sane and 
proper view of his subject. Those 
who do not agree with him incur his 
angry displeasure. His favorite 
weapons are ridicule and slander. 
There is no name too exalted, and no 
institution too sacred for him to at- 
tack. He will not even acknowledge 
that Christmas is a good thing except 
in what he is pleased to call its pagan 
aspect. 

Of all bigots he is the most big- 
oted, and yet he claims to be the soul 
of fairness and generosity. His mis- 
sion is wholly destructive, without a 
hint of anything better to take the 
place of that which he seeks to abol- 
ish. If he could have his way, hu- 
manity would be bankrupted in point 
of spiritual sentiments and appli- 
ances, and where happiness now ex- 
ists there would be only emptiness 
and weariness. 

From a strictly secular point of 
view the kind of progress that he 
advocates is inimical to the public 
welfare and prosperity. “The amuse- 
ment of going without a religion” 
has never proved to be a success in any 
country. Weneed not less, but more 
of it in all our interests and relations. 
It helps to preserve the best impulses 
of human nature and to promote the 
best aims of civilization; and there 
is happily no danger that it will ever 
be overthrown.— Globe- Democrat.

My last I wrote at Eastbourne, Sus- 
sex County. Eastbourne is to Sussex 
County what Long Branch is to New 
Jersey. Itisa fashionable and popu- 
lar summer resort. It has three miles 
of parade along the English Channel, 
and along the parade are very large 
and beautiful hotels and boarding 
houses. About 30,000 people live in 
Eastbourne, but during the summer 
months there are from 20,000 to 30,000 
boarders. Many of the stores are 
equal to those of London and New 
York, and the clerks are exceedingly 
courteous and obliging. 

Beautiful hills lay in perfect grand- 
eur back of the town, and two miles 
west of it is the wonderful Beachy 
Head, a promontory 575 feet above the 
level of the sea. I went to the top 
one day, but as the wind was blowing 
a perfect gale, I was very glad to de- 
scend. A few days before I was there 


a@man jumped from the top and was 
dashed to pieces on the rocks below. 
A hard way to die, I think. 

Eastbourne has some _ very fine 
church edifices. Among them may be 
mentioned the Congregational, Pres- 
byterian, Wesleyan Methodist, and 
General Baptist. I preached in the 
Baptist Sunday morning and evening, 
July 10th. My brother-in-law is one of 
their deacons. 

The Salvation Army have quite a 
large ‘‘citadel,’”? and seem to be doing 
a good work among the lower classes. 
I attended some of their out-door and 
‘tin-door” meetings. WhileIcan not 
approve of all their methods, yet I can 
heartily wish them Godspeed. Iam 
slow to criticise their methods, for I 
remember so well the story told by 
Sam Jones a few years ago. It was 
this: A minister said to him, “Mr. 
Jones, I prayed very earnestly last 
night for the Lord to knock off the 
rough corners from you so that you 
might be more useful.” ‘Well, what 
was the answer?’ asked Mr. Jones.

How tenderly and wisely the great 
Father planned for the provision of 
his children in this earth-home! 
Among the innumerable blessings con- 
ferred is the separating of the night 
from the day. We feel the very balm 
of restfulness and strength in the in- 
spired words, ‘‘He giveth his beloved 
sleep.”” After a busy and toilsome 
day, with its glittering and glaring 
light, how refreshing to watch the 
lengthening shadows of the sun stretch 
far into the West and behold the twi- 
light come on! Fast fades the twilight, 
and, night-like, a great bird with her 
dusky, brooding wings folds us in, and 
we sleep and rest. 

We are so like the earth, our mother 
earth, of which these bodies are com- 
posed. If it were all sunlight, no 
clouds, no rain, the earth would soon 
be a scorched and useless mass—no 
fruit, no vegetation, no growth— 
a lifeless, herbless, decaying, dead 
world. If it were all daytime, no cool- 
ing dews nor moistening and freshen- 
ing breezes that come with the shades 
of night, there would be no rest, no 
health, no strength, no growth in body, 
intellect, or soul; and human beings 
would soon be a withered, sickly, 
idiotic, dead race. 

“There are many things we can not 
see, save in the dark.’? The stars 
shine all through the day, but we can 
not see them until the night comes on, 
and God in his kindness and wisdom 
permits some great trouble to meet us, 
some great shadow to darken our path- 
way, some great sorrow to burden our 
heart. And in our blindness and 
weakness we cover our eyes and turn 
away from the Source of all comfort, 
and it is so dark; but the stars are 
shining, and by and by the greater 
light comes in and we begin to under- 
stand. And so we thank God for the 
light of day and the darkness of the 
night; for this beautiful earth-home, 
typical of the other, sweeter, purer, 
grander, celestial one. We thank him 
for the joys that have come into our 
lives, until it seems at times earth 
could contain no greater; for the 
chastenings and disciplines that have 
cut and wounded us, until it seemed 
earth was one eternal night of sorrow 
and of gloom. We thank him for the 
glimpses of “eternal day” that have 
been unfolding and unfolded in the 
varied, the changing scenes of this 
life; for the glimpses of the great and 
beautiful city that has “‘no need of the 
sun, neither of the moon, for the glory 
of God and the Lamb is the light 
thereof.”” No use for darkness, nor 
rain, nor sun, nor sorrow, for there is 
“no night there.”” Happy and blessed 
they who, with exalted faith and trust 
amid the din and confusion of earth, 
can say, “I will both lay me down in 
peace and sleep, for thou, Lord, only 
makest me to dwell in safety.” If we 
would sleep well, we must work well; 
if we would have ‘the angels at night, 
we must have God during the day. If 
the darkness is to be jeweled with 
stars, then must we toil with earnest- 
ness and love while the sun lasts, to 
make men truer, nobler, wiser, and 
altogether better. ‘He giveth his be- 
loved sleep.”” Sweet and blessed sleep! 
The highest sense or meaning of the 
word is, rest and life, activity and oc- 
cupation. Not, as many believe, to 
enter into eternity and sit with folded 
hands forever—that the highest ideal 
of rest; or to sing praises to God con- 
tinually—that the highest ideal of en- 

joyment. There is nothing in all the 


“Word” that indicates it. But as one 
of the great German poets defines rest 
I accept it: 

“ Rest is not quitting the earthly career— 

Rest is the fitting of self to its sphere; 

"Tis onward, unswerving, and that is true rest, 

*Tis loving and serving the Highest and Best.”’ 

**So when the corruptible shall have 
put on incorruption and this mortal 
shall have put on immortality, then 
shall be brought to pass the saying 
that is written, Death is. swallowed up 
in victory.” How the image of the 
Master shines out in the character of 
those who are truly in his companion- 
ship and confidence! Adversity’s 
darkest moods can not obscure the 
hallowed peace and joy that shines out 
a reflection of the inner life that is 
“hid with Christ in God.’”? Some of 
the noblest characters in Bible history 
were those who paved their way to 
heaven through hours of darkness and 
danger and seas of blood. Every age 
has its martyrs, its reformers; every 
life has its gilded side and its dark, 
checkered, and clouded one. No man 
ever had a sorer trial of faith than 
Abraham when leading the child of 
his old age to the altar of sacrifice. 
His little Isaac, his one great blessing 
of God that he prized more than the 
beautiful plains of Mamre, with its 
rich valleys and productive fields; 
more than the vast herds of cattle and 
sheep that had accumulated through 
years of carefulness and thrift; more 
than the silver and gold that made a 
rich man in material things. But the 
God whom he loved and served had 
asked for his greatest treasure, and he 
must not withhold it. He had no 
other thought than to obey, yet he suf- 
fered a hundred deaths in his own 
body as he wearily climbed to the top 
of the mount. His poor heart is 
aching and bleeding at every step; 
his aged and trembling form is all on 
fire with love, undying, immortal love. 
The earthly is swallowed up in the 
heavenly as he nears the shrine to 
place thereon his offering. All heaven, 
God and hosts of angels, are pressing 
near. The gates are lifted and a voice, 
an angel’s voice, attracts him, telling 
him to “hold; it is enough.”” And the 
great Father responds to his love in 
the sweetest of terms: ‘‘Now I know 
that thou lovest me, because thou hast 
not withheld thy son, thine only son, 
from me;’’ and then blessed him with 
a benediction that shall last through 
all the ages. And Abraham is trans- 
figured; he is on the Mount of Glory. 
What a glorious vision! God and the 
Lamb and all the holy angels before 
his enraptured gaze! All the dark 
hours and trials of his whole life are 
not to be compared to this “‘weight”’ of 
joy in this supreme moment. 

How the light breaks through these 
clouds of darkness! ‘‘Our God whom 
we serve is able to deliver us.’? He 
delivered Joseph from the pit; from 
the prison; from all thoughts of evil; 
exalted his name as a godly man inall 
the earth. And see the wonderful lead- 
ings and deliverances of Moses from 
the time he was a tiny babe, placed in 
the “ark’’ amid the bulrushes, to his 
views of the promised land, when he 
was lifted into glory. 

And good old Elijah—how many 
bright and happy hours had he in his 
whole existence! His life one of in- 
cessant labor and hardship and priva- 
tion and danger! But at the terminus 
of his journey what a glorious transit! 
Angels with chariot and horses to con- 
vey him into the eternal city! All the 
beauty and glory of earth pales and 
fades into insignificance when the 
great city, bathed in supernal light, 
bursts upon the view. Delivered from 
all earth, thralldom, free to live and 





act and breathe and enjoy eternity! 
Ah, what a word of ecstasy and im- 
mensity is eternity! Onand on through 
endless ages of delight and liberty and 
love! No lions so fierce, nor serpents 
so venomous, nor mountains so high, 
nor valleys so deep, nor caverns 80 
dark, nor afflictions so great but the 
Almighty can save from and carry 
over and through in his arms of infi- 
nite strength and love. 

No human life is all sunshine; God 
does not promise that to any of his 
children. But he does promise grace 
for every hour of need; he does prom- 
ise strength for every fainting heart. 
He says also, ‘‘My presence shall go 
with thee and I will give thee rest. 
Lo, Iam with you alway, even to the 
end.’”?> Do we believe? Can we ever 
forget that the “‘form of the fourth’’ is 
walking beside us in the light and joy- 
ous day as well as helping us to carry 
the burdens of life and shielding us, 
that no harm may befall us? Some- 
times the way seems hedged with 
thorns that pierce our feet at every 
step; sometimes so dark and for- 
bidding that it seems with these 
doubting, material eyes unwise to go 
farther. Oh, for that faith that clears 
and brightens the roughest path; for 
that love that “‘endureth all things,” 
“believeth all things” that the Master 
has revealed unto us in the “Word” 
and in the mission of our lives. ‘‘He 
that dwelleth in the secret place 
of the Most High shall abide under 
the shadow of the Almighty.” 

It was here our departed sister dwelt 
and received strength and courage to 
be a ministering angel of light and 
love in her domestic relations; to be 
an inspiration of helpfulness and holy 
zeal in all her church work.

“Strength and honor are her clothing, 
and she shall rejoice in time to come. 
She openeth her mouth with wisdom, 
and in her tongue is the law of kind- 
ness. She looketh well to the ways of 
her household, and eateth not the 
bread of idleness. Her children rise 
up and call her blessed; her husband 
also, and he praiseth her. A woman 
that feareth the Lord, she shall be 
praised. Give her of the fruit of her 
hands, and let her works praise her.”’ 

In Longfellow’s poem, ‘‘Resigna- 
tion,’”’ he says so truthfully and cheer- 
ingly: 

“There is no flock, however watched and tended, 

But one dead lamb is there; 

There is no fireside, howso’er defended, 

But has one vacant chair. 

Let us be patient; these severe afflictions 

Not from the ground arise; 

But oftentimes celestial benedictions 

Assume this dark disguise, 

We see but dimly through the mists and vapors— 

Amid these earthly damps; 

What seem to us but sad funeral tapers 

May be heaven’s distant lamps.”

Sunday School Department

Sunday School Lesson. 
BY J. F. BURNETT. 


The collection for the Sunday-school Depart- 
ment of the American Christian Convention is 
to be taken by the schools in August of each 
year. Let every school respond. 


LESSON FOR AUGUST 14. Acts 5: 1-11. 
Topic—Ananias and Sappbira. 

Golden Text—‘Be not deceived; God 
is not mocked, for whatsoever a man 
soweth, that shall he also reap.” Gal. 
6: 7. 

Time, A. D. 30. Place, Jerusalem. 

Dr. Adam Clark says: ‘At all the 
public religious feasts in Jerusalem 
there was a sort of temporary com- 
munity of goods. No man at such 
times hired houses or beds; all were 
loaned gratis.”’ The feast of Pentecost 
being one of these public gatherings, 
the new converts naturally clung to 
each other, and many of them re- 
mained in the city. Barnabas, a 
wealthy Levite from Cyprus, being of 
@ generous nature, and enthusiastic 
for the success of the new faith, sold 
his possessions and brought the money 
and laid it at the apostle’s feet. This 
noble deed was inspiring to others, 
and, in an enthusiastic spirit of 
brotherhood, many converts conse 
crated their entire possessions 6o the 
infant church. In dark creutrast with 
this spirit of benevolexce and brother- 
hood are the scenes of to-day’s lesson. 
Ananias and his wife Sapphira, covet- 
ing a reputation for liberality, and in 
their hearts clinging tenaciously to 
their goods with great ostentation, 
they sell their land and make pretense 
of giving the price thereof to the 
church, but withheld a part for them- 
selves. 

I THEIR SIN. . 
The deliberate agreement betwee 
the two shows the depth of their 
wickedness, and the sin of the one is 
the sin of the other. The apostle’s 
question traces the sin back to its 
origin and recognizes the power of 
Ananias and his wife to resist the evil 
influence of which this act was the re- 
sult. The history of sin is written in 
all action, as explained by Achan’s: 
The fascination, “I saw ;’’ the feeling “‘I 
coveted;’’ the felony, ‘‘I took them ;” 
the fear, ‘I hid them;” the fate, 
“Israel stoned him.’’ So here Satan 
suggested and Ananiasaccepted. Satan 
aroused evil desires and Ananias acted, 
and upon that action depended his 
character and destiny. The sin was 
against God, and, in a peculiar sense, 
aggravating. The community was en- 
tirely voluntary, and Ananias and his 
wife could do as they pleased in giving 
or withholding. The sin was not in 
withholding a part, but in pretending 
to give the whole. There was no re- 
quirement to add to the common fund 
except that of individual conscience— 
not even the compulsion of public 
sentiment. This was a part of asolemn 
religious service. The offering was 
laid at the apostile’s feet in the midst 
of their worship, and the lie is char- 
acterized as against God and not men. 
When men sold shoddy goods to the 
Government, and guns made of poor 
material, their sin was against the 
Government and endangered its very 
life. So this lie was against God and 
endangered the peace and power of 
the early church. In 1478 a solemn 
deed was drawn up, signed, and sealed 
by Louis XI., by which he gave to the 
Virgin Mary the country of Boulogne, 
France. But he reserved to himself 
all the revenues. In this he did not 
wrong men, but liedto God. In this 
act sacrilege, double-mindedness, sel- 
fishness, vanity, falsehood, avarice, 

and hypocrisy all have a share.

We 
are tol by the critics of the divine 
govenment that, in a moment of in- 
disnation, God struck this erring 
couple down, while a million other 
liars worse than these are permitted to 
live. God loved Ananias as he loved 
John. Ananias suffered because he 
sinned. Peter did not pronounce 
judgment upon this guilty pair; he 
only called attention to their crime, 
and, very likely, without any knowl- 
edge of the fearful result. The prodi- 
gal son suffered through his own sin- 
ful conduct, while his father loved him 
through all his wanderings and 
anxiously hoped for his return. Absa- 
lom suffered because he sinned, as did 
also his father, David. To swerve 
from the appointed orbit of physical 
law is to suffer and to cause others to 
suffer—to become the author of every 
pain that throbs through our being 
—and the cause of our own death. We 
are physically our own executioners. 
Even so in the moral world. It is not 
a frantic exhibition of God’s wrath, 
but an inevitable consequence of sin. 
Ananias deliberately conceived this 
falsehood and coolly carried it into 
action. The result came quickly and 
as unexpectedly as a thunderbolt from 
a clear sky. ‘‘Because sentence against 
an evil work is not executed speedily”’ 
is no reason that the doom is not fixed. 
We may deceive ourselves and our 
fellow-men, but we can not deceive 
God. Sooner or later the truth will be 
known, and all men shall realize that 
the reaping is as was the sowing. This 


event shows the high moral standard of 
the church, the personal responsibil- 
ities of its members, the omniscience 
of God, and the justice of God. 


III. THE RESULT UPON THE CHURCH. 

It has ever been so when sin is re- 
buked and righteousness exalted—the 
church becomes a power. If some of 
the excresence on the spiritual body 
of to-day could be “carried out’ it 
would greatly increase the influence of 
the church. Hypocrisy and deception 
are the bane of the church to-day. 
Men are lying to God as certainly now 
as did Ananias. They join church 
under the guise of piety, when they 
think only of improving their business 
and social standing; when they hear 
a favorite preacher’s voice in place of 
God’s; when they give hundreds for 
selfish purposes and tens for God’s 
cause. Some day the judgmen of God 
will fall upon them and they, too, will 
be carried out.

How Can We Profit by the Story 
of Ananias? 
Acts 4: 32; 5: 5; Rev. 21: 27. 

The lesson of this story is not that 
we are condemned unless we hold all 
our goods in common. Our general 
manner of living is determined by 
times and circumstances. It was best 
at that time that the disciples should 
be together continually for mutual en- 
couragement and protection. People 
flock together in times of great cal- 
amity. When the days of great op- 
pression were over, having all things 
in common was no longer necessary or 
expedient. 

Ananias made the mistake of thou- 
sands before and since; he attempted 
to divide his services between good 
and evil. Such an one is he who ex- 
torts from his neighbor and gives to 
the support of the Church, and he who 
takes a friendly glass and delights in 
aiding with the singing in church 
service. But if the deeds of such peo- 
ple are open, the harm is mostly to 
themselves. It is impossible for one 
to divide his service between God and 
the devil, for the very division is the 
devil’s victory. 

But Ananias was not open with his 
deeds; he was a liar. That God can 
show mercy to hypocrites is proof of 
his great tenderness. Why did he not 
show mercy to Ananias? Possibly he 
was more merciful in killing him. God 
performs miracles in crises. Here was 
a crisis in the apostolic church. We 
do not know how great the influence 
of Ananias and Sapphira would have 
been, but their influence certainly 
would have been destructive to the 
“one heart and soul’ of the disciples. 
The mercy of God appears in this: 
“Great fear came upon the whole 
¢@hurch and upon all that heard these 
things.”
